It was on the Feast of Candlemas, Feb- 
ruary 2nd, 1903, that THe Lamp issued 
forth from the obscurity of a small print 
shop in Peekskill, N. Y., to shed abroad 
its rays in honor of Him who is the Light 
of the World. Its message was a singular 
and startling one to the eyes of those who 
first scanned its pages; both Catholic and 
Protestant Episcopalians were surprised by 
its advent. Catholic priests rubbed their 
eyes in astonishment that there should sally 
forth from the Anglican camp so doughty 
a champion of the Apostolic See and so 
fearless a witness to the truth of every 
dogma of the Holy Roman Church; while 
the clergy and laity in communion with the 
Anglican See of Canterbury were amazed

Meantime THe Lamp 
exchanged with The American Catholic and 
its light continued to penetrate the editorial 
sanctum of its Los Angeles Contemporary 
from month to month. At last Mr. Richey 
passed the editorial pen into the hands of 
the Rev. Harry Wilson and proceeded to 
follow the leading of Tue Lamp’s “kindly 
light” into the Fold of Peter. About a year 
ago Mr. Wilson also laid down the editorial 
pen to enter the Catholic Church and The 
American Catholic after this second stroke 
expired. As a happy sequel to this story it 





gives us pleasure to announce that some 
months ago Mr. Richey came to Graymoor 
and is now Business Manager of THE 
Lamp and shares with the Editor the be- 
lief embodied in the text from the Prophet

Catholic charities in London have re- 
ceived about $125,000 through the will of 
the late J. Shaw of Kilburn; $50,000 is 
left to Cardinal Bourne and his succes- 
cors, to be divided between the Cathedral 
and the Catholic works in his Archdiocese. 
Sums of $10,000 each are left to Nazareth 
House and the Little: Sisters of the Poor, 
while $5,000 each goes to the Crusade of 
Rescue, the Good Shepherd Nuns, the two 
Catholic Hospitals of St. Andrew and St. 
Elizabeth, St. Joseph’s Hospice for the 
Dying, St. Vincent’s Cripples’ Home, the 
Catholic Institute for the Deaf and Dumb 
in Boston Spa, and for the aged and in- 
firm poor of London. Other funds re- 
ceived smaller amounts by the same will. 


Dispatches from Madrid state that the 
royal palace at La Granja and a Church 
adjoining were almost entirely destroyed 
by, fire, very few of the valuable paintings 
and art treasures in either being saved. 
The aggregate loss is said to be “ many 
millions.” On all hands destruction seems 
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to be the order of the day. When shall 
our prayers bring peace, good-will and 
safety once more to earth? When the 
spirit of our race is chastened. When 
the nations look once more to the Heights 
whence cometh peace to men of good-will. 
When lying and slandering and persecution 
against the Church of Christ by whole 
nations ceases and when God is acknowl- 
edged as the Judge of all the Earth and

In this connection the following letter, 
addressed to Mr. Adrian Iselin, Chairman 
of the Catholic Layman’s Committee, of 36 
Wall street, New York, under date of Jan- 


uary 29th, by the Hon. F. C. Walcot, of ~ 


the United States Food Administration, 
Washington, D. C., is very illuminating: 
Dear Mr. Iselin: 

I desire to confirm.what I at once wrote to 
Monsignor Lavelle on the 18th instant, namely, 
that I much regret a statement I recently made 
in this city at a conference to consider Food 
Conservation. My statement attributed to the 
Pope a measure of responsibility for the Italian 
disaster and for the disruptive propaganda which 
had brought it about. I repeated thoughtlessly 
and without previous reflection a rumor I had 
heard which I had not verified and which I am 
now convinced and believe was untrue. I have 
since read the categorical denial of Cardinal 
Gasparri, the Pope’s Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and the denial of Cardinal Bourne in London, 
and I have also read the statement recently made 
by Signor Orlando, the Prime Minister of Italy, 
in the Italian Chamber of Deputies, as follows: 

“I deplore the accusations of a general char- 
acter made by the Hon. Signor Pirolini against 
high ecclesiastical personages—accusations that 
tend to hurt the supreme spiritual authority— 
against priests and against the Catholic party. 
Such accusations are unjust and offensive, be- 
cause as the public are aware, the Italian clergy, 
both high and low, have given noble and beauti- 
ful proofs of Italian sentiments, and the great 
mass of the Catholics have known how to recon- 
cile the dictates of faith with their duties towards 
their country.” 

I therefore feel that it is my duty to retract 
the statement I made in regard to the Pope, 
which I do without reserve, and 1 would like to 
correct the unfortunate and erroneous impres- 
sion my remarks tended to create. 

You may give this letter such publicity as your 
committee deems advisable to counteract the 
effect of my statement and its repetition by those 
who heard my remarks. 

May I take this opportanity to express the ap- 
preciation of my colleagues and myself of the 
uniform and effective co-operation which the 
National Food Administration has received from 
our Catholic fellow-citizens and the Catholic 
clergy? 


The religious census of Camp Logan, 
Houston, Texas, has just bétn completed,

One of the leading British Generals, Sir 
Hubert Gough, writes: “As a soldier I am 
convinced that no man can bear the terrific 
strain he is called to stand in war if he 
trusts entirely in his own will and strength. 
He must be able to feel that after he has 
done his best, made all his plans, made all 
arrangements, the result is in Higher and 
Greater Hands. That knowledge supports 
men and leaves them calm and fearless.” 


\ descendant of one of the greatest fam- 
ilies in Scotland, the Hon. R. Erskine of 
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Marr, defends Ireland’s demand for a re 
public, and says that the Republican senti 
ment is lively in Scotland also. 

On New Year’s Eve Vespers were’ sung 
in St. Vibiana’s Cathedral, Los Angeles, the 
Rt. Rev. Monsignor Harnett being cele 
brant. The Rt. Rev. Bishop Cantwell occu- 
pied the throne and preached the sermon 
Monsignor Cantwell became Bishop of the 
Diocese of Montérey and Los Angeles 
shortly before Christmas. The See had 
been vacant since the death of the much- 
beloved Bishop Conaty about two years 
ago. 


The Denver Catholic Register mentions 
that some time ago, the Rev. David H. 
louse, one of the leading Protestant minis- 
ters of Denver, took all the Rev. gentle- 
men of the Ministerium through one of the 
large Catholic philanthropic institutions, to 
show them the real type of work done. “It 
is clergymen of his kind,” says the Catholi 
Register, “who are real workers for Chris 
tian Unity.” 

The Most Rey. Archbishop of St. Paul, 
accompanied by the Bishops of North and 
South Dakota, left for Florida immediately 
after Christmastide for a brief rest and 
recuperation from their strenuous duties. 

The Rt. Rev. Monsignor James P. Ryan, 
rector of St. Mary’s Church, Davenport, 
Iowa, on Christmas morning quietly ob- 


served the golden anniversary of his first 
Mass. 


One of the official acts of the Rockefeller 
Foundation for the year 1918 was the ap- 
propriation on January Ist,-of $100,000 to 
the Knights of Columbus War Fund. The 
Knights of Columbus represent the Catholic 
people of this country and this gift is a 
splendid testimony t6 their excellent work. 
It seems to be recognized that the Catholic 
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relief work is being done on such broad 
lines that anyone, irrespective of party or 
creed, may profit by it. The gift is the se- 
quence to a rigid investigation into their 
methods and efficiency. 


In an interview on January 2nd, Lady 
Kingston, President of the Shamrock Fund, 
and Vice-President of the Dublin branch of 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society, who 
was in Washington at the time, said that one 
hundred and fifty thousand Irish soldiers 
had gone to war. Of this number she said 
not more than two thousand had returned 
and that the Irish were playing an heroic 
part in the struggle. 


The Bishop of Orleans, France, finding it 
impossible to come to this country during 
February, the New Orleans bi-centennial 
celebration has been postponed from Feb- 
ruary 9th to April 27th. It is probable that 
the restoration of thé old Cathedral will be 
completed by that date. 


In the first of a series of syndicated arti- 
cles on “How to Settle the Irish Problem,” 
George Bernard Shaw said he would begin 
by demonstrating. to the satisfaction of 
Ulster that the Sinn Feiners are idiots, and 
in the second article would show to the sat- 
isfaction of the Sinn Feiners that the Ulster 
impossibilitists are idiots. In the third ar- 
ticle he will offer the solution of the prob- 
lem. It is scarcely necessary to say that 
neither of the parties concerned accept Ber- 
nard Shaw as their spokesman. 


On Sunday, January 2oth, the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop McCort in his cathedral celebrated 
Pontificial High Mass at a flag raising in 
honor of the 240 members of the parish 
who have joined the army and navy, at 
which a detachment of sailors and marines 
from League Island Navy Yard were pres- 
ent. The Rev. Joseph A. Mulry, S. J., of 
Fordham University, preached the sermon. 


Father Thomas F. Coakley, D. D., secre- 
tary tothe Bishop of Pittsburgh, who was 
recently appointed a chaplain for the French 
front, sailed on January 9th. 


Another of several Chicagg priests has 
become a Chaplain in the person of Father 
Frederick Bergs, LL.D. Father Bergs goes 
to join the 29th Division at Camp McClel- 
lan, Alliston, Alabama, which is composed 
of the troops from Marylagd, New Jersey, 
District of Columbia and Virginia. 


The King of Basutoland, known among 
his followers as the Paramount Chief, and 
whose title in Anglo-Saxon is King Griffith, 
was lately converted in Africa through the 
missionary efforts of Father C. Valat, who 
is King Griffith's confessor, according to 
advice in the January issue of a leaflet put 
out by St. Peter Claver’s Society for Afri- 
can Missions, §9———— 

On Sunday, January 20th, was dedicated’ 
a building erected by the Knights of Co- 
lumbus at the Marine Station at Quantico, 
Virginia. His Lordship, Bishop O’Connell, 
of Richmond, who has taken a lively interest 
in the army and navy welfare work, cele- 
brated Solemn Mass and preached.

This is 
a large sum for so small a congregation, 
and illustrates the superiority of systematic 
almsgiving over the give-when-you-feel- 
like-it process. We have adopted the First 
Sunday in the month as our Missionary 
Sunday ; twelve envelopes are distributed to 
each parishioner and most of them have 
pledged to give $1.00 a month. If a similar 
system could be generally adopted through- 
out the country, the Catholic Church would 
contribute annually many millions to Mis- 
sions,

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DEVOTING THE TENTH TO GOD 

A member of the Union-That-Nothing 
Be-Lost and formerly an Anglican, has sent 
us his check with the following communi- 
cation :— 

“The message which came to me this 
morning at Mass (Octave of the Epiphany) 
was to devote my TENTH of God-given 
earning capacity to Him through the So- 
ciety of the Atonement.

We quote this letter because we hope it 
may inspire others to do likewise—namely, 
adopt as a systematic rule of life to give a 
TENTH back to God of all we earn or re- 
ceive through His bounty.

, the writer above quoted that the Society of 
the Atonement should constitute the channel 
through which he was to pay his tithe to 
God is a unique one; but the principle in- 
volved is not unique. It is as old as re- 
vealed religion itself. Our readers will 
readily recall the famous vow which Jacob 
made after he had seen the vision of the 
ladder let down from Heaven in his sleep, 
saying: “If God shall be with me in the way 
by which I walk, and shall give me bread 
to eat and raiment to put on, and I shall re- 
turn prosperously to my father’s house. the 
Lord shall be my God: and of all things that 
Thou shalt give to me I will offer tithes 
(that is the Tenth) to Thee.” Gen. 28, 22. 

At the time he made the vow Jacob was 
a homeless fugitive with the murderous 
threat of his brother Esau on his head: but 
after he registered this vow God greatly 
prospered him and he became rich in flocks 


and herds. By the law which God gave the 
Hebrews through Moses, the obligation of 
paying TITHES was Divinely imposed. |t 
was, however, accompanied by the Divine 
assurance that the people would be no wors: 
off for paying to the church so large a sum 
out of their annual income; for did they 
faithfully discharge this debt to God and 
offer their FIRST FRUITS to the Priests, 
He in turn would multiply their harvests 
and prosper their business undertakings: 
but, on the contrary, should they fail to do 
this, the Almighty Jehovah would chastise 
them with famine and want. 

“Honor the Lord with thy substance and 
give Him the first of all thy fruits and thy 
barns shall be filled in abundance and th\ 
presses shall run over with wine.” (Prov. 
33 us. 9 and 10.) 

“Shall a man rob God? But you have 
said, Wherein have we robbed Thee? In 
Tithes and in First Fruits (therefore) you 
are cursed with want, even the whole nation 
of you. Bring all the Tithes into the store 
house that there may be meat in My 
house, and try Me in this, saith the Lord, if 
| open not unto you the flood gates of 
Heaven, and pour you out a Blessing even 
in abundance.” (Malachi 3; vs. 8 to 10.) 

But some one will say :“This law of the 
giving of a Tenth to God was for the Jews 
only; God does not expect so much of 
Christians.” There is no such statement in 
the New Testament, but the very contrary, 
for our Lord Himself says: “Unless your 
justice abound more than that of the Scribes 
and Pharisees (who paid Tithes) ye shall 
in no wise enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven” (Matthew 5, 20). Evidently then 
God does not expect less of the Christian 
but rather MORE. 

We are told in the Acts of the Apostles 
that the first converts to Christianity sold all 
they had and laid the price thereof at the 
feet of he Apostles, and that the faithful 
had all things in common. This is still the 
custom with those who follow our Lord’s 
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counsels of perfection, abandoning the 
world and living in community under re- 
ligious vows. 

In early Church History the Mosaic cus- 
tom of paying TITHES was widely preva- 
lent in all parts of the Christian-world. In- 
cidental proof, of how the usage prevailed 
in some Christian countries until the Protes- 
tant Reformation is contained in the eccles- 
iastical law of England by which farmers 
are still compelled to pay TITHES to the 
Incumbents of English Rectories. A Prot- 
estant tradition to the same effect is still 
operative among the Quakers or Society of 
Friends, one of the laws of the Society 
being that its members shall pay TITHES. 

American Catholics have lost sight of 
hoth the Jewish law and the ancient Cath- 
olic practice in regard to this important 
matter, and whereas many in their generos- 
ity and pious devotion go beyond the 
TENTH in almsgiving to the Church and 
the poor, the vast majority give far less 
than the TENTH, and hundreds of thou- 


sands of American Catholics give nothing 


at all. It was the aim of Pope Pius the 
lenth to restore all things in Christ, and the 
Fditor of THe Lamp pleads with its readers 
to return again to primitive Catholic prac- 
tice-in the paying of TITHES and the ren- 
defing of FIRST FRUITS unto God. Let 
us not be men and women of small faith, 
but remember the Divine promise: “Give 
and it shall be given to you, good measure 
and pressed down and shaken together and 
running over shall they give into your 
bosom; for with the same measure that ye 
shall mete withal it shall be measured to 
you again.” (St. Luke, 6,8.) “God loveth 
a cheerful giver,” neither can He be out- 
cone in generosity. The richest man in the 
world to-day is John Rockefeller and he 
attributes his wealth to the fact that when 
he was a young man he made the same vow 
to God that Jacob did 3500 years ago. It 
was stated the other day that Mr. Rocke- 
feller had given ninety millions since the be- 


ginning of the war to Belgian, Syrian, Ar- 
menian, Polish relief, the Y. M. C. A., the 
Red Cross, Knights of Columbus and a 
thousand other charitable and religious ob- 
jects. All of which is evidence that Mr. 
Rockefeller still continues to pay TITHES. 

A certain Anglican Bishop whose income 
was very small, but whose conscience had 
been stirred up on the matter of the TITHE, 
with much trepidation began to render the 
TENTH of his income to God: in a short 
time his revenue so much increased that he 
doubled the TITHE, with a corresponding 
increased recompense from God, and finally 
he trebled the TITHE, 

To encourage and strengthen the faith of 
the timid, we will be glad to receive from 
some Catholic readers of THe Lamp who 
have beén accustomed to pay TITHES an 
account of their experience for future pub- 
lication, and, in the meantime, we recom- 
mend our readers who hitherto have given 
less than a TENTH of their income to God, 
to test out the matter, and we are sure that 
they also will find the Lord correspondingly 
gracious to them. Of course every well in- 
structed Catholic knows that our Blessed 
Lord, both by example and precept, be- 
stowed a special blessing upon those ,who 
were poor in this world’s goods, but rich in 
faith, and that therefore it wouldsbe no 
evidence that God had failed to keep His 
promise if He rewarded the genefosity of 
some of His servants, not by an increase 
of worldly goods, but by actually stripping 
them of everything that they possessed. For 
example, St. AntMony the hermit, who sold 
his lands and distributed the wealth he had 
inherited from his parents to the poor, 
stripping himself of everything and dwell- 
ing like John the Baptist in the desert, en- 
joyed spiritual riches as his reward which 
are unquestionably more to be desired than 
all the riches of the Rockefellers. 

The only permanent value of material 
wealth is its capability under the Divine 
blessing of being converted into heavenly

\ New Year’s Letter from BisHop 

BIERMANS 

Bishop Biermans, Vicar Apostolic of the 
Upper Nile, whose address in Kampala 
P. O., Uganda, has addressed to the Editor 
of Tue Lamp the following very interest- 
ing letter: 

Here I am all the way from Central 4f- 
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rica to wish you a truly Happy Xmas and 
New Year. May Our Savior bless you and 
all confided to your care and grant you 
many graces and consolations during 1918. 

Ve closed our Mission Year on ist Sept., 
1917, and here are some of the results of 
our work: Baptisms, 3,648; Confessions, 
188,311; H. Communions, 278,702; Chris- 
tians, 33,276; Catechumens, 37,000; Cate- 
chumenates, 612; Catechists, 707—136,267 
received medical treatment, while 30,461 
are receiving primary education. 

There is a marked increase in practically 
all the items of our Spiritual Returns. 

The actual state of the Mission is: 23 
Mission Stations, 3 Convents, 3 Hospital 
2 Colleges, 26 Mission Schools, 612 Little 
Village Schools, 20 Dispensaries, 56 Priests, 
(6 are Army chaplains), 12 Sisters, 707 
Native Catechists. 

The upkeep of the whole Mission pe) 
year costs $25,000; this is of course, prac 
tising the strictest economy. 

Only $8,565 of that amouut is covered 
by the annual grants which I receive fron 
Propaganda, Rome, $2,000; Propagation o/ 
the Faith, Paris, $3,000; St. Peter Claver 
Society, $1,300; Holy Childhood, Paris, 
$165; various other little grants, $2,100 
Hence the balance, about $16,500, has to be 
found somewhere else—not here, of course 

You will readily understand, dear Father, 
that our financial difficulty remains a seri- 
ous one—that our condition is precarious 
and that we commence the New Year very 
nervously. ‘ 

We are sadly in need of some substan- 
tial little village churches, what we have 
now are little rickety grass or wattle and 
daub sheds; wanting repair continually and 
tumbling down. Anything from $100—or 
even less—to $500, it depends om the size 

would give us a permanent little village 
chapel, and then our many faithful cate- 
chists, who get little or no reward, in many 
cases, $15 to $25, suffice to keep a catechist 
for a year. I wish you could see your way 
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to find some special help for village church- 
es and catechists; what a blessing it would 
be for our work.

Hunprep DOLLaRs 

The Rev. S. D’Silva, French Rocks, My- 
sore, India, makes in the letter which fol- 
lows a request so impelling in its urgency 
and so modest in the sum demanded, that 
surely someone or more will be found’ to 
build and maintain the school he asks for. 
Such holy zeal for souls should not go beg- 
ging in vain: 

I have many difficulties to undergo, but 
the hardest of all is that I have no school 
in which to educate Catholic children. Even 
in these dut of the way villages, the Protest- 
ants have opened schools and the Catholic 
children are going to them. They teach, of 
course, against our religion, and, besides 
this they are publishing pamphlets about 
their religion in the Indian languages and 
distribute them gratis to the children. The 
children who are anxious to get a new book, 
read them with such great interest, that in 
course of time they become indifferent anid 
lose their faith. 

Just yesterday I met a man, who was not 
coming to church at all. I asked him the 
reason why he is not coming and the reply 
was, “God is everywhere and why should I 
come to Church? I can adore Him, wher- 
ever I may be.” 

A Catholic, who was following me, at 
once explained the case to me, saying: 
“Father, this is the effect of Protestant edu- 
cation.” P 

When I heard this, I said to myself this 


is a soul gone astray, I must not leave it. 1 


brought him to my presbytery and ques- 
tioned him on various points to test his 
faith and alas, what is my disappointment, 
he even did not believe in confession and 
the Real Presence of Our Lord in the 
Blessed Sacrament. Such is then the effect, 
my good Fathers, of not having the Catholic 
Schools.

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CHRISTMAS WITH THE CHEYENNE 
INDIANS 
By Father Arendzen, S.S.E. 

Editor's Note: The graphic account 
which follows of how the Cheyenne Indian 
spent their Christmas was sent by Sister St 
Thomas of the St. Labre’s Mission, Ash 
land, Mont., accompanied by the followiny 
letter: 

“Very Dear Father: 

“Would you please have the enclosed put 
in THE Lamp. We are still living in the 
Church (their School Building was de 
stroyed by fire a year ago) and as far as | 
can see we shall be in it for a long tim 
Everything is so very high and we are s 
far from the railroad, it makes it dou)! 
difficult and dear. Please pray for us.” 

Christmas of 1917 has once more spe 
through the circle of time and left behind 11 
only memories of sacred as well as secula! 
joys and happiness. Even our boys at tli 
front have had their special Christmas r 
joicings, though it were mixed with pow 
der and shot on a battlefield of bloodshe 
and carnage. Our Cheyenne Indians were 
not behind in this universal idea of cel: 
brating the Birthday of Our Saviour. Now 
that Christmas has passed all is quiet onc: 
more amongst them.. But their dreams ar 
still wild. Their bodies may be heavy wit! 
sleep through fatigue of long nights of rev 
elry, but their brains still work on mem 
ories of scalps figuratively taken during 
their Christmas war dances and of ove! 
laden stomachs in reality experienced. In 
deed, an Indian dance is not complete if t!« 
dancers have not scalped, in their imagina 
tion at least, half a dozen enemies and the! 
day has not been a really happy one if th: 
sleep that follows does not lull to forgetful 
ness the actual sufferings following a too 
greatly satisfied appetite. Forsooth, an In 
dian’s way of enjoying himself is far fron 
similar to the white man’s art of having @ 
good time. To make this more plain, | 
should like to give a small sketch of a night

during Christmas week spent among these 
Indians. On this particular night of which 
| wish to write, Mr. Dower, the teacher of 
the boys, and myself pulled our fur caps 
tightly over our ears, as the night was cold 
and bleak, and silently slippped out of the 
house just as the clock struck 9.30 P. M. 
We had to leave the Mission as if on an 
errand of great secrecy, for we dared not 
disturb the children, who were allowed to 
assist at only two or three dances during 
the season, while the rest of the tribe dance 
for two solid weeks almost day and night. 
\fter a rather perilous walk over an icy 
mountain trail, with the frozen Tongue 
River at our feet on the left and high cliffs 
on our right, we reached a little Indian set- 
tlement, consisting of about sixty tepees all 
clustered around the dance hall. The hall, 
or, to be more correct, the spacious log- 
house, is about sixty by seventy-five feet in 
size. Within we find four heavy pillars 
holding up the roof. In the center stands 
a kind of pen in which the orchestra 
along the four walls 
boards set on the ground; four wood 
one in each keep the 
hall comfortably warm; a load of hay 
spread on the ground completes the furnish- 
ing. When we threw open the large door 
we were surprised that none of the Indians 
had as yet come to the meeting, especially 
since one of the chiefs, “Pat Spotted 
liawk,” had for two hours previous filled 
the hills around with shouts and I might 
say howls, announcing the programme for 
the night. We visited around the camp 
until eleven o’clock. Space will not permit 
me to speak of the interesting scenes of 
typical Indian life we saw. At eleven 
o'clock the first sound of the drum broke 
loose within, so we re-entered the dance 
hall. There was a bunch of Indians squatted 
in the center beating most violently a large 
kettle drum, very rhythmetical, but without 
intermittence. They also exercised their 
lungs by weird humming and casual savage

stoves, corner, 
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yells, almost simultaneous and without 
any order. The squaws were squatted on 
the hay at the right end of the hall and the 
bucks stood superciliously on the left of it, 
the two never mix. Soon the Indian judge, 
Tangle Yellowhair, entered all dressed up 
as an old warrior, a hundred feathers brist- 
ling like a crown around his head and trail- 
ing down his back to the ground. He wore 
a gorgeous beaded vest, buckskin trousers 
with a heavy leathern belt around his waist 
and bells circling his ankles, beads of all 
colors sparkled from his neck down to his 
embroidered moccasins. With his large 
cloak thrown carelessly over his shoulders 
he strutted into the hall like an Indian 
“Mephistopheles.” The music silenced 
down to a mere thump, thump, while his 
squaw in frenzied admiration jumped up 
and down in front of her lord and master. 
Other chjefs followed, each dressed a little 
different, but all looked delightfully pictur- 
esque. Spotted Hawk, the possessor of 
iron lungs, whose cries and shouts had re- 
verberated among the hills earlier in the 
night, then started to wail and howl inside 
the hall. No pen can describe his spasmodic 
bursts of oratory, consisting of yells inter- 
mingled with verbal periods. When the 
chiefs were seated there came a thunderous 
noise wrought by the dozen or more musi- 
cians pounding their drums till one began 
to think that even a German band could not 
compete for noise. Slowly a string of 
squaws and bucks began to move along the 
floor in slow and steady cadence; they all 
covered one another’s shoulder with their 
blanket, which made the dancers look like 
some fairy ring moving round and round in 
perfect order. The warriors soon grew 
tired of passing the pipe of peace to one 
another, as they sat haughty on the bleach- 
ers, so condescended to take part in the 
dance. The man with the iron lungs was 
shouting all the while, but unexpectedly he 
began to give forth different kinds of howls 
undistinguished by us ignorant and uniniti- 
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ated whites, but well understood by his fel

REPORT OF THE UNION THAT NOTHING BE LOST FOR 1917 


Editor’s Introduction. 


We believe that the following Report prepared by the Treasurer will prove 
interesting reading for all the U. N. B. L. Members. By way of introduction 
we beg to direct our Readers’ attention to certain important features of this 
Report. The total receipts amount to nearly Forty Thousand Dollars, but 
it is to be noted that the sum brought forward from the previous year in the 
General and other Funds of the Union amount in the aggregate to about 
$5000; so that the receipts, including Refunds, make a grand total in round 
numbers of $35,000. 

The total receipts of the preceding year, not including $1500 brought 
forward from 1915, amounted to $27,500, so that the net gain of 1917 over 
1916 was $7,500, which represents a gain of 27 per cent. 

Next we direct our Readers’ attention to the notable part played in the 
Report by the Church and School Building Fund. $300.00 was sent to Bishop 
Biermans to pay the interest on $5000.00 which he was compelled to borrow 
im the erection of a High School; $1000.00 has been loaned to Bishop Kuria- 
lacherry, the Vicar Apostolic of Changanacherry, India, for the erection of an 
important School at Palai; $500.00 to Father Stephen, Carmelite Prior at El- 
thuruth, India, to erect two chapels. Loans were made from the same Church 
and School Building Fund for use in the Philippine Islands of $1100, one 
thousand of which has been returned; $200.00 to aid in the purchase of a 
building lot and small house for School purposes in an important town in 
Texas; $700.00 to the Italian Church of the Friars Minor in the Bronx, N. Y. 
City, to pay the interest on their School and Hall Mortgage. 

We cannot too strongly emphasize the immense importance of our 
Church Building Fund and we urge our Readers, by both their prayers and 
alms, to greatly increase this Fund during the present year of grace. 

Another notable feature of the Report is the large increase during 1917 
of the Fund arising from the sale of gold and silver ornaments and jewels; 
this has amounted to nearly $600.00. A considerable part of this has been 
used in the purchase of sacred vessels for the Army Chaplains and for altar 
supplies to poor Missions. The large balance left over on January rst has 
already been much reduced and we expect a larger demand for the erection 
of altars, for sacred vessels and Miss vestments this year than ever before, 
and we therefore ask for continued gifts to this most important Fund. 

The Medical Mission Branch figures more largely than ever in the dis- 
bursements during 1917.. About $2000.00 has been dispensed for Hospital 
and Red Cross work in the Home and Foreign Field, and over $1500.00 was 
expended in the erection of St. Luke’s Hospital Annex to our Lady’s Hostel 
at Graymoor. This latter is the mustard seed out of which we expect to 
grow the Hospital and Medical work of our own Friars and Sisters at Home 
and Abroad. We would like to see the membership of the Medical Branch 
greatly increased. 

In another column we have asked the U. N. B. L. to give Fifty 
Thousand for Missionary work during 1918, and with such a splendid 
showing in black and white for 1917 lying on the page before us, we feel 
confident that our Readers will say Amen, So be it, and unite with the Editor 
in making his call for half a hundred thousand an accomplished fact before 
January rst, 1919. Let us pray and work together to accomplish wonderful 
things through our Missionary Union during the present year.

A TREBLE INCREASE 

It is with great satisfaction that we sub- 
mit to our readers the annual report of Mr. 
R. P. Getty, the Treasurer of the Medical 
Mission Branch for 1917. A condensation 
of this report is iticluded in the U. N. B. L. 
General Report pritited on another page. 

The greatly increased contributions for 
our Medical Missioti work is mast satisfac- 
tory. Deducting the amount brought for- 
ward from the preceding year, the. total 
receipts for 1916 were $1,017.22 as com- 
pared with $3,752.41 for 1917. This means 
that the receipts for the year just past were 
more than treble what they were during the 
preceding twelve months, 

The usefulness of this Branch of our 
missionary Union might, however, be vast-

ample, they gave just one per cent. of their 
income to the support of hospitals and med- 
ical missions in pagan lands? Would they 
be any poorer themselves? On the con- 
trary by the blessing of Him Who giveth 
increase they would be all the better off 
and with such a sum at their command the 
Missionary Bishops could compete with the 
Rockefeller Foundation and other Protest- 
ant agencies who have established such su- 
perbly equipped hospitals-in all parts of the 
pagan world. Indeed, there should be more 
systematic almsgiving not only on the part 
of Catholic individuals, but of Catholic cor- 
porations and institutions. The Government 
with its slogan “to make the world safe for

Only the State is absolute to enforce its reg- 
ulations, but Jesus Christ prefers to support 
and maintain the ministers and good works 
of His Kingdom by the constraining power 
of conscience and sacrificial love.

\gain, a thousand thanks to God and to 
you dearest friends whose hearts God has 
opened, a thousand times I thank you all for 
responding to my appeals in behalf of God’s 
Our Chaplains offer Masses in 
thanksgiving for the generous apostles of 
\merica and all our people pray for you 
daily and the little children offer up their 
Communions for you and their prayers are 
many which ascend to the throne of Al- 
mighty God. Our Sister “Gabrielle” yester- 
day on one single tour baptized sixty babies, 
most of them dying, as there is a plague 
among them, at least snatching them from 
the empire of the devil who rules supreme 
in many of the Chinese families. Do you 
realize then the great work you are doing? 
Just an example among a thousand: in 
one pagan family there were born two boys; 
the first boy was robust and healthy, whilst 
the other child was weak and very delicate. 
As long as work had been plentiful, the 
family had fared as well as pagans can fare, 
but since the war has started, the stepfather 
has been out of employment and has given 
vent to his ill humor by maltreating his wife 
and poor little Amao, because of his in- 
firmity (the poor child has become a hunch- 
back on account of bad treatment by his 
cruel stepfather) saying nothing to the 
other little boy, who, being able to go about, 
begs his food here and there. Exasperated 
by this useless charge the stone-hearted 
stepfather beat the innocent little Amao so 
frightfully that last week both the mother 
and her little martyr were brought into St. 
Joseph’s Hospital in a pitiful condition. The 
poor destitute mother fell on her knees and 
related her sad story; presently she uncov- 
ered the back of her dear child saying that 
her husband had thrown boiling water on 
little Amao some time ago. She had not 
dared to leave the house, but now alarmed 
by the awful sores of the little martyr, she 


poor. 


had ventured, cost what may, to bring him 
to the hospital. Such devotion to her child 
in such desperate circumstances made me 
cry and we never ceasé to pray that our 
dear Lord will raise enough valiant mission- 
aries to convert these poor pagans and bring 
them within the fold and have them love 
one another. ‘ 

What is related of the children is true 
likewise for the adults who suffer with the 
most loathsome diseases known, many of 
them incurable. To these unfortunates the 
populace is merciless; it is a daily occur- 
rence here at St. Joseph’s to witness a poor 
exhausted and sore-covered human wreck 
stretching out a hopeful hand when falling 
on the steps at the entrance. Thanks be to 
God we have not turned one down as yet, 
and if you all continue to send us alms, we 
will be able to keep up the work of mercy 
to these helpless and despised men and 
women who are nevertheless children of 
God. It is your great opportunity to save 
these souls and have them translated to 
Heaven instead of dying in the tlutches of 
the devil. It is so easy to give a dollar, to 
deny oneself just a little and you may save 
a soul; just think of this, dear reader. As 
our wards and charges increase, so do the 
expenses, and we rely solely now on the 
charity of the American Christans to carry 
on the work. 

In closing, while thanking you again from 
my heart, I ask you in the sweet Name of 
Jesus, Mary and Joseph not to forget God’s 
poor.

The work of printing the Bible is almost 
a profession by itself, so numerous are the 
precautions to be taken. However, we have 
completed the work. We have published 
the Testament. 

Give this most important work prominent 
notice in your paper. We must get further 
funds to print hundreds of thousands for 
free distribution. A Catholic Testament for 
every Catholic soldier and sailor should be 
our watchword. The demands now which 
we cannot meet are great. I count upon 
you to give us all the assistance you can.

THE STORY OF THE SOLDIERS’ 
NEW TESTAMENT 


When Catholic soldiers went into camp early 
last summer, the priests in the parishes near 
the camps began to find out some things they 
did not know before. One was that a prayer 
book of handy size, suitable to be carried without 
inconvenience by a man in uniform, was very 
hard to get. Another was that the Bible was 
not to be had at all. So the good priests wrote 
letters, and from the reading of a few of them 
came the inspiration of the Chaplains’ Aid Asso- 
ciation. A prayer book, after all, was an affair 
of a few pages, there were plenty of models, 
and it was a simple matter to compile one and 
have it printed and bound. Of course an edition 
beginning with a hundred thousand copies in 
volved a considerable financial problem, but that 
was soon solved, and boxes of Khaki-covered 
vest pocket soldiers’ and sailors’ prayer books 
were soon on their way to where they were 
needed, by soldiers and sailors 

But when it came to meeting the demand from 
the same sources for copies of the Bible, a new 
discovery was made. Ordinarily there is a fairly 
large stock of Old and New Testaments in the 
country, but when the demand came for a thin 
vest pocket edition it was found that no such 
edition existed. The plates were in: foreign 
lands. America in the printing of Bibles as in 
other matters had allowed herself to be depend- 
ent. In Belgium and elsewhere in Europe there 
is normally a large production in Bibles and 
other books associated with religion, but the war 
had put a stop to all this production, certainly 
to importation. 

There was but one thing to do. The New 
Testament must be printed, and it must be printed 
in vest pocket size. The Chaplains’ Aid Associa- 
tion arranged with the Paulist Fathers’ Press, 
New York, to have this done, and in the last 
weeks of the. old year the first of the little 
volumes appeared. The five hundred and fifty 
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odd pages are brought into a book three-eighth; 
of an inch in thickness, and which looks smal! 
alongside even a small prayer book. The paper 
is of the finest real India paper stock. About 
ten thousand have found their way to men in 
the camps and men at sea and men at the front, 
and thousands more will be sent if the Chaplains’ 
Aid Association can secure the funds to print 
and distribute free copies to all the Catholics 
of the Army and Navy.

THE ORIGIN OF THE NAME 
It was in the summer of 1900, when as 
yet St. Paul’s Friary was not built, and 
the Sisters of the Atonement had occupied 
their little Convent only a few months. 
Hard by the Convent is an open well with 
its oaken bucket, similar to the one im- 
mortalized in song, and the Rev. Mother 
had given direction to the Sister in the 
kitchen to have every man who called,

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asking for something to eat, fill the two 
zinc pails at the door with water from 
the well in compensation for the meal 
which was néver refused. One day, when 
the Mother herself chanced to be in the 
kitchen, there knocked at the door a man 
apparently about thirty years of age, 
bearded and with Jewish cast of counte- 
nance and carrying a staff in his hand. 
There was a refinement and delicacy about 
his appearance which differentiated him at 
a glance from the ordinary wayfarer, who 
might be passing 
along the road, and 
the Rev. Mother her- 
self prepared his meal 
and waited upon him, 
and while he was still 
eating whispered to 
the kitchen sister: 
“Do not ask him to 
draw any water for 
he does not look very 
strong.” 

Presently he rose 
and departed. Now 
t he extraordinary 
thing is this. The 
Sister testified that 
the two pails previous 
to the stranger’s en- 
trance stood empty 
on the bench at 
the door, but when she had seen him 
pass out into the road she observed that 
both were full to the brim as no man 
could have filled them at the well and placed 
them there. We remembered then the ex- 
hortation of St. James the Apostle: “And 
Hospitality do not forget, for by this, some 
being not aware of it, have entertained 
Angels.” 

As children of the blessed Francis we 
had always remembered how by both pre- 
cept and example he illustrated the words 
of the Divine Master, “Amen, I say to you, 
as long as you did it to one of these my 
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least brethren, you did it to Me,” but after 
this it came to us with almost the force 
of a new revelation, and that we might 
never forget it we began to call the man 
who sought alms or food at the Convent 
door “Brother Christopher” (Christ Bear- 
er). 

We suppose it will always remain a mys- 
tery who that supernatural visitor was, 
whether Our Lord Himself, an angel or a 
saint, but he will live in S. A. tradition as 
the Graymoor St. Christopher. 

When the Friary was built a few months 
later the Brother Christopher did not at 
the retreat. The 
ascent of the mountain and the winding, 
thickly-wooded road, almost a bridlepath 
in those days hid us from view, whereas

treatment which they invariably received 
at the hands of the Sisters was meted out 
to the wayfaring man by the Friars of the 
\tonement likewise, and from year to year 
the fame of the Mount of the Atonement 
as a resting place over night for the weary 
traveller on foot was passed from lip to 
lip among the Fraternity of the Unem- 
ployed until those who are now our un- 
failing guests tell us that we are known 
by the men on the road from New York 
to the Rocky Mountains. 

Il.—How We Entertain AN ANGEL 

UNAWARES 

In our first paper on the Brother Chris- 
topher we told the story of how the Sisters 
entertained a mysterious visitor who with- 
out going to the well left the water pails 
at the kitchen door, which before were 
empty, filled to. the brim. We shall now 


tell the story not of a visitor from the 
other world (as we suspect the Sister’s 
strange guest to have been), but one in 
actual flesh and blood who came. thrice 
to the Friary and proved in a material 
sense a veritable angel. 
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His first visit occurred in the winter of 
igi, nor did he announce his coming be 
forehand by telegram or letter. He arrived 
on foot just as our warfaring guests usually 
do. He was an old man fully seventy 
years of age, evidently a gentleman in man 
ner and speech, but clad in clothes some 
what the worse for long wear and we, 
judging solely from outward appearance 
mentally registered him as belonging to 
the Fraternity of the Unemployed. [le 
gave us little information about his own 
affairs and in no way- sought to disabuse 
us of our first impressions. Nevertheless, 
recognizing his gentility, we gave him shel 
ter not at St. Christopher’s Inn but in the 
Friary itself and entertained him at the 
Monastery table. The following morning 
ere his departure he expressed a desire 
to subscribe for THe Lamp and left a dol 
lar lying on the table in the common room 
It was with some compunction that the 
Editor of THe Lamp accepted this sub 
scription from one who appeared to pos 
sess so little of this world’s goods. 
His Seconp Visit 
Beyond the fact that his name was Mi 
R—— and his post office address, W—-, 
C—, we knew nothing of our visitor 
until the following summer, when the 
Brothers Christopher were erecting on the 
Mount of the Atonement St. Francis’ 
Church. Arriving again on foot and un- 
announced one afternoon Mr. R—— ap- 
peared for the second time at the Friary 
door. We gave him welcome as upon the 
previous occasion, but the Father Superio: 
heing much occupied left him in the hands 
of the Guest Master until, on the follow 
ing day, as he was passing from the Friary 
to the foot of the mountain he was inter 
cepted by the old gentleman asking that 
he might have a small portion of his time 
and attention. Then the Father said: 
“Come with me and we will talk as we walk 
along.” It was during this walk down the 
mountain that Mr. R—— made known 
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his desire to place a bell in the tower of 
the new chapel. The Father Superior was 
omewhat amazed and a bit skeptical as 
to whether his guest would be able to pur- 
chase the kind of bell that was desired. 
[his skepticism however was dispelled a 
short while afterwards, because ere he left 
Mr. R—— placed in the hands of the acting 
treasurer the sum of over one hundred 
dollars, being the price of the bell selected 
from the catalog of the Steel Alloy Bell Co. 
THE THIRD VIsIT 

It was within the Octave of Our Lady’s 
Immaculate Conception the same year 
(1911) that Mr, R paid his third visit 
to the Friary. Again he came unannounced 
but, as was subsequently discovered, he had 
i purpose in coming. Once more he found 
the “Reverend Gentleman,” as he referred 
to the Father Superior to the Guest Master, 
very much occupied, and he waited a couple 
of days being too modest to- ask for a 
pecial interview. When, however, he was 
ushered by special invitation into the little 
office which constituted at that time the 
lather Minister’s sleeping cell as well as 
his office, he was not long in making known 
his business, which was that he had by a 
life of great economy and self-denial ac- 
cumulated a certain sum of money which 
he desired to devote to the education of 
hoys and youths for the priesthood of the 
Catholic Church, and when he ascertained 
that it was the desire of the Friars of the 
\tonement to establish on their Holy 
Mountain a Seraphic School for the train- 
ing of young aspirants for the priesthood 
in the Atonement Order he said at once, 
“Very well, here is fifty dollars as a guar- 
intee of my good faith and when I return 
to W—— I will send you a check for $5,- 
00, to be used for this purpose.” 

THe Union Tuat Noruinc Be Lost 

It was then that the Father Superior 
said to him: “My dear Mr. R——I have 
been much exercised in my mind within 
the last few days over a question of serious 
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import. About this time seven years ago I 
woke up one morning with the words ‘That 
nothing be lost’ fully possessing my mind, 
and at the time I had a strong feeling that 
they were put there by a supernatural in- 
telligence, in a word by the Holy Spirit, 
and that it was God’s will that I should 
form a society to be called ‘The-Union- 
That-Nothing-be-Lost,’ the basic idea of 
which would be that its members were to 
practice a rule of strict economy and de- 
dicate their time, talents, substance and 
opportunity to the service of God, the sal- 
vation of souls and the needs of the poor, 
thereby laying up immense treasure in 
heaven. As I say, seven years went by 
and I had almost forgotten about the event 
when: suddenly on the Feast of the Im- 
maculate Conception just passed, while re 
citing the Divine Office in chapel the whole 
thing came back to me with redoubled 
force, and I lay awake a long time that 
night possessed with this one thought, in 
fact composing a prayer which should be 
said daily by the members of this Union 
when organized. The next morning at 
Mass while engaged in the solemn Act of 
Consecration I asked our Divine Lord to 
give me some practical manifestation of 
His will, if indeed this thing had come 
from Him. 

“Your visit following immediately upon 
that experience seems to be an answer to 
the prayer for you are the embodiment 
of its principles seeing that, as you tell me, 
you have lived a life of such strict economy 
and personal self-sacrifice in order that 
your whole means might be contributed 
to the extension of our Lord’s Kingdom 
and the training of missionary priests for 
the salvation of souls. Therefore, I invite 
you to become the first member of the 
Union that Nothing be Lost.” This Mr. 
R—— cordially agreed to. He returned 
to W. and in two or three days the 
Superior received his check for the sum 
of five thousand and two hundred dollars. 
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fue CoimncipeNts OF Five anp Two 


As the command to “gather up the frag 
ments,” which Our Lord gave to His 
Apostles, had reference to what was left 
after the blessing of the five loaves and 
the two small fishes, may there not be some 
providential significance in Mr. R——'s gift 
of five thousand and two hundred? But 
be that so or not, of this we have no doubt 
that God intends to bless this gift of Mr. 
kK—— and to multiply it until it is large 
enough to erect not only a Seraphic School 
for the training of youths on the Mount 
of the Atonement for the missionary priest- 
hood of the Catholic Church, but that it 
will huild many such schools and in the 
generations to come send out a great com- 
pany of missionary priests to work in co- 
operation with other Catholic Missionaries, 
until that glorious day arrives when “The 
kingdoms of this world (shall) become our 
Lord’s and His Christ’s and He shall reign 
forever and ever.” (N. B.—It is to be 
borne in mind that this sketch was written 
and published in THe LAmp, May, 1912. 
Since then St. John’s House of Studies has 
been built and enlarged and the U. N. B. 
L.. has grown and prospered, giving each 
year larger and larger sums for Missions 
at home and abroad.) 

III.—As WorRKMAN AND BUILDER 

The man out of a job is classified by 
polite society not only as a “tramp” and 
“hobo,” but he is also set down in the 
popular estimation as a “bum.” He is 
just a “loafer” who stands idle on the 
street corner, or roams from place to place, 
not to seek work, but to escape work, and 
to get his bread and beer without paying 
for it by the sweat of his brow. 

That some “tramps” are genuine “bums” 
cannot be denied, but that most of the men 
on the road are mot lazy “loafers” the 
Brothers Christopher are demonstrating 
by their labors at Graymoor more and 
more every year. 
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rheir willingness to work was illustrated 
in the earlier days of our Institute by the 
way they helped the Sisters of the Atone 
ment convert the convent grounds from a 
stone heap overgrown with weeds and 
bramble bushes into a miniature park, 
which often elicits expressions of praise 
and compliment from the sightseers who 
leisurely drive by in their carriages, o1 
rush along the highway in their motor cars. 


.When a new wing was built on to the 


convent the Brothers Christopher worked 
industriously in its construction; when an 
old shed was to be converted into a stable, 
living rooms for the hired man, a carriage 
and wagon house and nests for the white 
pigeons provided, again the Brothers Chris 
topher were equal to the emergency and 
did their best to please the Sisters, quite 
content to take any wages the Mother in 
her poverty could afford to give them; and 
to the present hour a telephone call from 
the Convent is sufficient to supply the Sis 
ters with the ready and efficient service of 
one or more Brothers Christopher, whether 
the request is to repair the bell rope, to 
sharpen the lawn mower, to build a chim- 
ney, to paint and give a new lease on life 
to the old surrey, to mend a pair of san- 
dals, to plant potatoes or spray the apple 
orchard. 
THEIR Work ON THE MOUNT OF THE 
ATONEMENT 
When the west side of the Mount of 
the Atonement with its twenty-four acres 
of woodland came into the possession of 
the Society of the Atonement it was a 
trackless jungle and its owner gladly parted 
with it for the modest sum of three hun 
dred dollars. A hundred times that amount 
would not induce us to part with it now 
and we owe a great part of its wonder- 
ful transformation to the Christophers: 
they have built the roads, they have felled 
the trees, blasted out the rocks and stumps 
and dotted the mountain side with gardens 
and orchards and surrounded the monas- 
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tery buildings with gravel walks, terraces, 
flower beds and stretches of green grass. 
The progress of the little Community since 
we were taken under the Shepherd crook 
of the Vicar of Christ has given larger op- 
portunity to the Brother Christopher to 
display his susefulness and he has served 
the society in its upbuilding right nobly. 
The Summit of the Mount of the Atone- 
ment is now crowned with St. Francis’ 
Monastery Chapel and from the lowest 
stone in the foundation to the highest brick 
in the Assisian tower the building stands 
a monument to the skill and industry of 
the Brother Christopher. The workman- 
ship throughout is of the best and all the 
laborers and craftsmen were the guests 
of St. Christopher’s Inn with the exception 
of four Peekskill carpenters whom we em- 
ployed for a time until their charges at 
the rate of fifty cents an hour threatened 
the chapel exchequer with bankruptcy. 
Then we stormed heaven for a Brother 
Christopher carpenter and Providence re- 
sponded handsomely, three carpenters 
came within thirty-six hours and one of 
them was a pastmaster in the joiner’s art, 
as fine a journeyman as I have ever seen 
handle a chisel and jack-plane. 

The head mason who began the work 
of constructing the walls claims to have 
laid the first stone of the Anglican Cath 
edral in New York City and his successor 
who remained on the job until the mason 
work was completed may have his super- 
iors in wielding a trowel and stone ham- 
mer, but I think his beat would be very 
hard to find. His name, too, was Chris- 
topher (Christopher Welch), but we called 
him “Christie” for short. 

When in the course of construction the 
day arrived that called for a painter a 
young Lutheran made his appearance who 
was given this job and he remained long 
enough to be among the first class of con- 
verts received and conditionally baptized 
in the chapel after its dedication on the 
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Feast of St. Peter’s Chair at Rome, Jan- 
uary 18, 1912. 
Tue Muster ROLt AT PRESENT 
At the present writing (i. e. July, 1912) 
we have busily employed upon the moun 


tain a shoemaker, a blacksmith, a tinsmith, 


a stage carpenter, a tinkerer who can mend 
anything that needs mending, a jack of all 
trades, three gardeners, a poultryman, a 
cook and his assistant, a wood chopper and 
several pick and shovel men, who are ex 
cavating for the foundation walls of the 
new Preparatory School which will soon 
(D. V.) begin to rise and when the school 
is completed (as we trust it will be by 
next September), it will stand another 
monument on the Mount of the Atonement 
to the credit of the Brother Christopher as 
a workman and builder, and if at the same 
time it helps to disabuse the popular mind 
of the fallacy that because a man is tramp 
ing the public streets and highways he is 
therefore a lazy, good-for-nothing derelict 
of humanity, hopelessly depraved and un 
salvable, it will preach a much needed ser- 
mon and serve to remind men of the words 
of Christ, “many that are first shall be last ; 
and the last shall be first.” (Mat. 19, 30). 


BROTHERS CHRISTOPHER WHO 
HAVE MADE GOOD 

The Friars of the Atonement are the 
friends of the Brothers Christopher because 
these men are Christ’s brethren by our 
Lord’s own express declaration. They 
also, as well as ourselves, have been re 
deemed by His Atoning Blood, and we con 
fidently expect that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them will finally reach heaven. 
We never despair of the salvation of a 
Brother Christopher, no matter how great a 
sinner he may be. We acknowledge that it 
is a difficult proposition oftentimes to re- 
form an inveterate drunkard as some of 
them undoubtedly are: but even in these 
cases we have seen the Lion of the Tribe 
of Judah time and time again snatch the 
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victim from the coils of the Serpent. Al- 
though too great fondness for Barleycorn 
is the prevailing infirmity of the Brother 
Christopher, as we know, and the explana- 
tion in 75 cases out of a hundred why he 
arrives penniless on the Mount of Atone- 
ment is drink, yet it would be a great mis- 
take to assume that all Brothers Christopher 
are drunkards. For example, there is a cer- 
tain Friar of the Atonement, who occupies 
one of the most responsible positions in the 
vift of the Society, and is universally es- 
teemed by all who know him both inside 
and outside of our Community: and yet he 
came to our mountain penniless several 
vears ago; having failed in business in a 
Canadian city, and having heard in the 
Boston Pilot of our work for the Brothers 
Chrsitopher, he spent all the money remain- 
ing to him in reaching what is proving to 
him truly a haven of refuge from the world. 

By this morning’s mail we received a 
letter from a student in one of the leading 
Catholic Universities of America, and this 
is what he writes :— 

“Rev. Dear Father: 

Under separate cover I am sending you 
acopy of our University Monthly of which 
! am the Editor in Chief. I thought it 
night interest you to learn of the progress 
made by the most romantic Brother Chris- 
topher who ever set foot on the Mount of 
the Atonement. Perhaps, owing to your 
many cares, you do not recollect meeting 
some three summers ago a youth who was 
sorting lumber near the old chicken coop, 
under the supervision of Brother Anthony. 
Said youth ts the writer. Never forgetting 
the delightful months spent on the Mount, 
while working in the Lamp office, I am as 
then your grateful servant.” 

Another of our Brothers Christopher, the 
only son of a widowed mother, who had 
wished to be a priest when he was a boy, 
but instead entered business with tempting 
worldly prospects, and became a prodigal 
almost to the limit described by our Lord 
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in the Gospel, is now in the Novitiate of one 
of our religious Brotherhoods. 

Tue Lamp for December contained the 
following : 

Several years ago there came to the 
Mount of the Atonement among our Broth- 
er Christophers two young Englishmen. 
They returned to England direct from 
Graymoor. At the time they were Prot- 
estants, but promised upon their arrival on 
the other side to become Catholics: this 
promise they fulfilled. One of them has 
been serving in the British army in France 
almost from the beginning of the war; we 
hear from him occasionally. He is now 
serving in the Ambulance Corps. His last 
letter runs as follows: 

“Your parcel to hand containing three 
dozen Rosary League Books and Medals. I 
received the same in good order six days 
ago. I am sorry I have delayed, dear 
Father, in writing, but 
we have been so busy 
lately that I really have 
not had the time to 
write, but now that I 
have a few minutes to 
spare I will make the 
best of it. I have given 
out the books and Ros- 
ary medals to the boys 
who are Catholics in our 
Ambulance Corps, those 
whom I could not man- 
age to oblige with the prvyiate Walter Elmer 
first lot. They are so 
glad to have them, and are very much in- 
debted to you; and we thank you, dear 
Father, from the bottom of our hearts. We 
all feel that we are loved by our brave Al- 
lies, the Americans, who are helping us in 
our grave distress, and we all hope in God 
that through Him we will pull through and 
win a gloriotis success over our foe. I 
hope this will find you, dear Father, and all 
the Brothers in the best of health, as we 
are at present.” 
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Just now we have received the following [ior the men who at eventide sought at the 


letter from England: 
Dear Father: 

[ am now writing a few lines to you al- 
though you will wonder who | am. Well, | 
am the brother of Private Walter Elmer, the 
young man you have corresponded with in 
France. I now have the misfortune to tell 
you that my brother has met his death in 
France: he was killed while carrying the 
wounded to safety. I was along with him in 
America when we got stranded and were 
only too glad to be relieved of our hard 
ships for a while. It is now fully three 
years since we were (at Graymoor) but | 
can never forget the day when anybody 
does mea kindness. Your Son,

ST. CHRISTOPHER'S INN 

Our Brother Christopher Number would 
be incomplete did we not make mention of 
St. Christopher’s Inn; the hostelry where 
so many thousands of footsore and weary 
pilgrims have found lodgment and shelter 
from cold and storm during the last nine 
vears. From the History of the Society of 
the Atonement, published in THe Lamp 
séme years ago we reproduce the follow- 
ing history of St. Christopher's Inn: 

(A Reprint from THe Lamp of January, 
1915.) 

After the Friary was built in the fall of 
1900 it was some time before the Brother 
Christopher found his way to our retreat. 
The scent of the mountain and the winding, 
thickly wooded road, almost a bridle path 
then, kept the home of the Friars hidden 
from view. But little by little the highway 
travelers found out that the same spirit of 
Franciscan hospitality had taken up its 
abode on the Mount of the Atonement as 
was exercised by the Sisters who occupied 
the Graymoor Portiuncula in the valley, and 
more and more the ingenuity of Brother 
Anthony, the Brother Christopher guest- 
master, was taxed to find sleeping quarters 


Friary supper and a night’s lodging. A: 
first it was the wood shed and shoe sho; 
which served as a dormitory for the Brothe 
Christophers. In the summer of 1909 wit! 
their assistance we built out of felled tree 
what was intended to be a new chicken 
house, having in view an increase of th: 
community’s egg supply, but just then th 
Father Superior went to Washington on 
momentous visit and while going throug!

Lincoln was born. Straightway he thought 
of the log cabin on the Mount of the Atone 
ment, much of which he had put up with hi 
own hands. The latter grew in value b 
virtue of comparison, a house that com 
pared so favorably with the birthplace oi 
Mr. Lincoln was certainly worthier of 
nobler destiny than that of propagatin; 
chickens, and on the spot the mental vow 
was registered to give the new log cabin to 
the Brother Christophers, and so it became 
St. Christopher’s Inn. We question wheth« 
so humble a building has ever exercised so 
large a hospitality. No complete record 
has been kept, but to say that in the last 
five years twenty-five thousand night lodg 
ings have ben registered in that building by 
the recording angel would be no exaggera 
tion, 
THE SAME FATE AS THE RED MAN 
Whereas our Brother Christophers have 

never justified the least suspicion of their 
being the cause of the secret disappearance 
of any one of their feathered neighbors 
they have proven the persistent crowde: 
out of the chanticleer and his tribe much a- 
the white man has driven the red man into 
the nooks and corners of the West. Last 
winter there were so many Brother Chris 
tophers to house and feed that the poultr 
were expelled from their sheltered quarter 
to make room for the homeless men. Dui 
ing the past summer the Friars, with muc! 
labor and no small expense, moved th 
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chickens from their proximity to St. Chris- 
topher’s Inn and established them in an up- 
to-date poultry house half way down on the 
south side of the mountain. Great pains 
were taken to make the building snug and 
tight so that the hens would be induced by 
the sunshine and the warmth to lay eggs 
even in the zero weather. A stove was set 
up in the old chicken house and we thought 
this would serve to accommodate the over- 
flow from St. Christopher’s Inn, but where 
the chickens are concerned the Brother 
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have passed since then, saw the erection of 
a new St. Christopher's Inn. No Benefac- 
tors have yet been providentially raised up 
to supply the funds for such a building, but 
the hour has now struck to at least make a 
beginning and we are prepared to open a 
St. Christopher Inn Building Fund at the 
bank just as soon as the first subscription to 
the new Lodging House reaches us. Mean- 
while we ask all who read this article to say 
one Our Father and Hail Mary and to call 
upon St. Christopher to speed thé enterprise

out of two compartments of their brand 
new palace and compelled to roost in some 
ramshackle makeshifts, while the Brother 
Christophers have complacently taken their 
place.

A TERTIARY PRIEST “SOME- 
WHERE IN FRANCE” 
'o the Father Minister of the Friars of 
the Atonement: 

As a Tertiary of the Society of the 
\tonement I feel it not only a pleasure 
but almost a duty to pen you a few lines 

neerning the “Bit” I am doing for the 
cause somewhere in France. It may also 
the Readers of THe Lamp and 
our great family of Tertiaries to know 
what a Tertiary Priest of the S. A. is 

ing over here. 

\fter a long delay in Paris for the nec- 

ary military formalities to be over, I 
was finally assigned as Chaplain to the 
iogth U. S. Infantry. This Regt. of 3700, 
70'% of which is Catholic, had been with- 


interest 


ut a priest for over three months. The 
then Catholic Colonel down to the 
youngest Catholic private had _ been 


clamoring and longing for an English 
caking priest. 

You may then imagine the royal wel 
come I received on my arrival in their 
midst. Tho’ in the three French medie- 
val villages there is a Catholic Church 
and a French Abbe or Curé to say Mass, 
the men wanted to hear the gospel in 
their own language and to go to confes- 
sion, 

Were it not for the Knights of Colum- 
bus’ activities their hopes would not 
have been realized. The sending of Cath- 
olic priests to these men is, to the K. of 
(. order, a credit and a glory, exceeding 
than the establishment of 
Huts or Recreation Halls. Above an oc 
casional evening’s amusement is the spir- 
‘tual consolation which the ministry of 
the priesthood can‘ furnish these young 


greater 
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men in a distant land. I have sat in 
these ice cold, unheated medieval stone 
churches for three and four hours hear- 
ing the confessions of our men. 

Just before Xmas I called for the as- 
sistance of two priests from neighboring 
regiments to help me, and I dare say 
that hardly one of the 2000 Catholics did 
not approach the holy rail. 

Attendance at Divine Worship on 
Sunday is now compulsory in the army. 
I shall never forget my first military 
Mass. At 9 a. m. the bugle sounds for 
church call. Half of the Regiment Band 
is composed of Catholics. This half 
leads the Catholics to the village church 
for Mass, the other half leads the non- 
Catholics to the Y. M. C. A. hut for the 
Protestant service. conducted 
by the Episcopalian Chaplain of the Reg- 
iment. This Chaplain is very kind to me 
and my Catholic soldiers. 
his auto to go about to the three villages, 
where our battalions are, to celebrate 
Mass for them. 

As we have no organ, the softer toned 
instruments of the band furnish 
and the men sing the English hymns. 
My altar boys are two soldiers in khaki.

My congregation, standing and kneeling 
in every available inch of space, is “most 
devout and attentive. I may say that 
even the natives are surprised and edi- 
fied with the example of our men. 

Our soldiers in turn are shocked at the 
religious indifference of the natives of 
this so-called Catholic France. 

In one of my villages of a population 
of 500 nominal Catholic parishioners, 
only 15 attend Mass on Sundays. 

The Curé—G.—himself told me that 
his Sunday collection, before the arrival 
of our men, amounted on an average to 
17 centimes. Now, especially after pay 
day, our men contribute more on one 
Sunday than the Curé collected during 
the whole year.

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In some of these godless villages the 
Curé to keep from starvation has become 
cobbler or watch repairer. France has 


“fot learned her lesson yet from the afflic- 


tions of this cruel war. 

The example of our American Catho- 
lic officers and soldiers will, I hope, pro- 
duce its effect. 

Our men are suffering privations and 
loneliness with a true Christian spirit. 
No better disciplined nor more moral 
army exists on this soil than that of the 
good U. S. A. 
position to know better than any one

else. 

It is then with deep regret that I and 
my men read of the base slanderous re- 
ports going broadcast in America con 
cerning their morality. 

In New England especially mothers 
have been frightened and worried. To 
quiet these dear, good mothers of our 


soldier boys will you, dear Father, print. 


these lines in your Lamp? Tell them, it 
is false to say our men are exposed to 
vice and immorality. In these lonesome 
inland villages, hidden in the hills—near 
the roaring cannon at the front—far 
from “movie” theatres, dance halls and 
saloons our men are less exposed to vice 
than when guarding the bridges and rail- 
roads of their New England towns. 

Men given to vice and immorality can- 
not stand the privations and sufferings 
these good U. S. soldier boys endure. 
They sleep in “Billets.” These are some- 
times—a regular old stone house, but as 
some one has well and truly defined 
them—“Stables where we sleep while be- 
hind the lines. They are generally locat- 
ed near large manure piles. Most Billets 
have numerous entrances—one for the 
soldier, and the rest for horses, cows, 
pigs, rain, rats, wind ‘and shells.” 

But in spite of all this our men are 
cheerful and hopeful. To keep them so 


, 


is the great problem of the Chaplain at 
times. Every evening after mess at 5.45, 
the men file into church for Rosary and 
night Prayers, which are hardly possible 
in the Billets. Every Sunday hundreds 
approach the holy rail. Many have con 
fessed to me that they never felt close: 
to God than over here in the midst of th: 
privations of this modern Valley Forge 

As for myself, I also feel that. | 
wouldn’t exchange this experience [01 
the wealthiest parish in any diocese. 
The soldier is but a small boy in heart 
after all. To the Chaplain they com 
often with their worries and fears con 
cerning the dear ones at home. To m 
they have entrusted the task of clearing 
the fair name of America’s Catholic so! 
diery of the false report concerning thei 
morality. In their lonely night vigils | 
must read their letters from home. Thi 
sick ones at the base hospitals look upon 
the visit of the priest as that of a heav 
enly messenger. . 

They ask for magazines and books; 
so if you can send any back numbers of 
Tue Lamp or old magazines I can make 
good use of them: also medals, scapulars 
and rosaries. I have not forgotten to 
speak to many of them of Graymoor. Al 
ready I see in two of my good penitents 
possible candidates for the Society of the 
Atonement, if they return to America 
after the war. 

I wish I could upon my return bring 
you at least 12 recruits to the Mount as 
future missionaries of the Society. 

If I come back one of my first visits will 
be to the Mount of the Atonement, whicre 
on the eve of leaving America I became a 
Tertiary of Our Holy Society.

THE TRIBUTE OF A BROTHER 
CHRISTOPHER 
To the “Mother of Sinners” and St. An-

Epitor’s Note: The following remark- 
able testimony of a Brother Christopher 
whom the Mother of God and St. Anthony 
did not despise; the one calling him her 
son and the other his brother, was received 
from Halifax, postmarked January 11th.

About two years ago I saw published in 
Tue Lamp a thanksgiving to Our Lady 
and St. Anthony. The author of it stated 
the title, “ Mother of Sinners,” had caught 
his attention at a time when he consid- 
ered himself so sin-soaked that no one 
could mother him. It was a case of 
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the shoe fitting, I had fallen from 
the highest office within the gift of the 
community where I lived; I was a 
criminal, an exile from family and coun- 
try, an outcast despised by friend and 
foe; a warrant hung continually over my 
head and within my heart I felt I was 
not fit to live. No human power could 
restore happiness or position. I had given 
up hope and completed: arrangements to 
end the story as a private in France, when 
the Thanksgiving referred to caught my 
eye. The author of it stated that through 
the “ Mother of Sinners ” and St. Anthony 
he had regained all. Though he stated 
his case quite plainly there was a meaning 
between the lines which seemed to say 
we were a pair. I had done considerable 
praying for three years and, though men- 
tally congratulating the lucky beggar, felt 
he was deceiving himself. I was about to 
laugh in derision when the thought struck 
me “Mother of Sinners.” Does the 
mother of Almighty God really own this 
title; did she help this Brother-in-Sin. Im- 
mediately the three convictions shot 
through my mind; she does; she did, and 
she is not partial. There and then, with 
a renewed faith I implored her to do what 
was absolutely impossible, started a simple 
daily prayer to St. Anthony, resolved to 
make what restitution I could for my past, 
decided firmly to live straight, make some 
contribution to the ‘Missions in India es- 
pecially in the interests of little children, 
and, if my petitions were answered to give 
this statement to THe Lamp. Some 
friends, also, had me remembered in your 
novena to St. Anthony. Within a few 
days began a wonderful chain of events 
which in two years have about bridged 
every one of the impossible sides of my 
case—and there were many. To the 
“Mother of Sinners” and dear St. An- 
thony be the praise. What they have 
wrought with God for me is nothing short 
of a miracle.

The Rt. Rev. Monsignor Joseph Perrier, for- 
merly Vicar-General of the Diocese of Concor- 
dia, Kansas, died early in January in Los An- 


geles. The vererable priest had attained the ripe 
age of seventy-eight and for the benefit of his 
health had sojourned in Los Angeles for some 
time past.

Dr. Martin A. McGovern, a faithful member 
of the Third Order of St. Francis for over forty- 
three years, died in New York on December 16th. 
Dr. Martin was a devotee of St. Francis and 
took a great interest in the poor. He was in- 
strumental in causing many persons to join the 
Third Order and was also a promoter of the de- 
votion to the Sacred Heart. He enjoys also the 
rich blessings of those who win souls for Christ, 
having been the means of many conversions, not 
only among Jews, Free Masons and members of 
the various denominations, but among many 
fallen away Catholics as well. 


Mother Mary Eugenia Quirk, of the Sister- 
hood of St. Joseph, fortified by the Sacraments, 
departed this life on December 23rd. The fu- 
neral was held at Villa Maria Convent, Erie, 
Pennsylvania, on Wednesday, December 26th. 
Mother Mary Eugenia had been a Religious for 
forty-four years and was in her sixty-sixth year 
when God called her. 





On January sth the Rt. Rev. John S. Foley, 
D. D., Bishop of Detroit, at the age of eighty- 
four, passed to his eternal reward. He had been 


Bishop of Detroit for twenty-nine years. Bishop 
Foley was born in Baltimore, completed his stud- 
ies in Rome, where he was ordained, and was 
in Baltimore during the Civil War period. He 
was consecrated. Bishop of Detroit on Novem- 
ber 4th, 1888, by Cardinal Gibbons. A large num- 
ber of the Hierarchy were present at his funeral. 
His death causes the fifth Episcopal vacancy at 
present in this country, the other vacant sees 
being New Orleans, Trenton, Lincoln and Boise 
City. 


Eighty-nine years old and the patriarch of 
eighty-one descendants, children, grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren, Frank M. Schneider, of 
Cincinnati, died a few days after his eighty-ninth 
birthday, which was Christmas Day. His seven 
sons were the pall-bearers. The funeral Mass 
was celebrated at St. Lawrence Church, Cincin- 
nati, the Rev. Louis J. Nau, pastor, officiating. 


The medical profession of Paterson, N. J:, 
suffered a distinct loss in the death of Dr. James 
O’Donnell, which occurred at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital in that city last month. Dr. O’Donnell had 
been in practice for twenty-seven years and for 
several years was President of the Medical Staff 
of St. Joseph’s Hospital. He was a member of 
the Holy Name Society and a Knight of Co- 
lumbus. One of his two brothers who survive 
him is the Rev. Thomas F. O’Donnell, of Bayonne. 





The Very Rev. Father Desquerous, Procurator 
of the Dominican Order, died in Rome on Janu- 
ary 2nd. Father Desquerous was a consultor in 
cases of Beatification and Canonization. 


The Rev. Henry C. Stommel, rector of St. 
Alphonsus Church, Philadelphia, and the first 
priest of that diocese to be ordained at the Amer- 
ican College of Louvain, died the last Sunday in 
December, the funeral taking place on Friday, 
January 4th, Bishop McCort officiating. 
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The Rev. Mother Francis Xavier Cabrini, 


founder of the Order of the Missionary Sisters 
of the Sacred Heart, died the last week in De- 
cember, in Chicago, at St. Columbus Hospital. 
The Requiem Mass was held in St. Columbus 
Hospital, New York City, Bishop Hayes being 
celebrant and His Excellency the Most Rev. John 
Bonzanno, D. D., being present. 

After a short illness, Sister M. Isabelle on 
January 22 died at St. Agnes Convent, which is 
under the Dominicans, at Sparkill, N. Y. For a 
number of years Sister Mary Isabelle held the 
office of portress and was well known to visitors 
at the Convent. 

Sister Theodora of St. Francis, who had been 
known in the world as Miss Catherine Weyand, 
departed this life, fortified with the rites of Holy 
Church, in January. She was sixty-three years 
of age, and had spent thirty-eight years and 
three months in the religious service of the Mas- 
ter, RI. P.! 

Gn January 26th one of the most 
members of the community of The Convent of 
Mercy at Tarrytown, N. Y., passed to her re 
ward in the person of Sister Mary Seraphine 
(O'Farrell), in the twenty-ninth year of her Re- 
ligious life, at the Mother House of the Sisters 
of Mercy. “A most exemplary Religious, rev 
erently admired by her sisters in religion, and 
much loved for her sweet, gentle manner,” as 
one of the Sisters writes us, adding: “Please 
have the dear Lamp subscribers pray for her.”
